"While the new crop season is on-« 


ly four weeks old, 
conditions '.ill 


point to a record breaking year. Last 
year showed a decided turn 'for the 
better in many parts of the country 
•and the -coming crop year 
which 


ends next June 30 should 'be even 
•better. 


"In 1922-23, the farmers' total 


income was nine billion dollars. The 
crop season 1923-24 brought 
the. 


farmer nine and a half billions, and 
the crop season -which ended June 30 
of this year brought around

indicate that 
with 
anything like 


favorable weather conditions
